Action line 


I saw in an article last week where a 


Houston couple was fined $1,875 for their 
daughter's excess absences from school. I 
personally know of a local case in which a 
student had 47 absences out of 92 possible 
class days. The principal filed on the 
parents in Justice of the Peace court, yet 
no action was taken on the matter. Are 
local Justices of the Peace required to take 
action in such cases? 


It is a violation of Section 4.25 of the 


Texas Education Code for a student to 
miss school without a legitimate excuse. 
Known as the Compulsorary Attendance 
Law, 
the statute says that the parents of 


the child must first be warned in writing 
before 
court action can 
be 
taken. 


Depending on whether it is a first offense 
or not, the case could go to Municipal 
Court, Peace Justice Court, or County 
Court, according to District Attorney Pat 
Batchelor. 


Fine for first offense is not less than $5 or 


more than $25. Second offense is more than 
$10 but less than $50, and third offense is 
not less than $25 or more than $100. Each 
day missed constitutes a separate offense 
under the law. 


The only way to avoid prosecution is if 


the parents can prove to the court that they 
are unable to compel the child to attend 
school, which Batchelor indicated would 
be hard to do. 


Peace Justice W.H. Tipton said he would 


dismiss a case if he got all concerned 
parties together and came to an un- 
derstanding with them. 


"If we get the kids back to school, that's 


all we're interested in and all the teacher 
is interested in," he noted. 


Peace 
Justice 
G.W. O'Neal 
said, 


however, that he had never dismissed such 
a case because "They always have a good 
reason for filing one." 


He said he normally fines $5 for the first 


offense, plus court costs, $10 for the 
second, and upward for subsequent of- 
fenses. He does not, however, send such 
cases to higher courts. 


O'Neal said he has had three such cases 


since the beginning of school this year. 


You didn't mention which student you 


were referring to in your letter, so Action 
Line could not check the status of that 
individual case. 


Will you please tell me why our govern- 


ment thinks the metric system is so great? 
It's going to change dress patterns, 
gasoline pumps, road signs, weights on 
packages, and even the weather reports. I 
could see putting it on items to be ex- 
ported, but why does the 
average 


American have to have this complete 
change? 


The government thinks it's a great 


system because our present system is so 
lousy, 
according 
to 
the 
Commerce 


Department. 


As an example, our so-called customary 


system, now unique among every other 
industrial nation on earth, uses 12 
dissimilar units of measure — the pound, 
Ion, mile, barrel, cup, pint, quart.-gallon, 
inch, foot, yard, and mile — that would be I 
K .^"?4 by just three metric units — the I 
"gram, uietei ancVliter. 'And those three 


units are decimally related, which means 
that there would no longer be any awk- 
ward fractions to worry with in computing 
length, distance, or volume. 


As you may know, the Commerce people 


pointed out, our monetary system has 
always been based on the decimal, or 
metric, system. So, just as a penny is one- 
liundredth of a dollar, a centimeter is one- 
hundredth of a meter. That compares to 
our current system, in which an inch is 
one-twelfth of a foot, which is one-third of a 
yard, which is one-l,760th of a mile. 


The government said it expects far less 


confusion whould such a switch be made 
than has been anticipated by the public, 
because the metric system is so simple. 
And ultimately, they predict, there will be 
need for fewer tools as manufacturing 
makes the change. 


"Most of us have developed a sense or 


feel for the customary measurement units 
that we use every day," the National 
Bureau of Standards noted. "But that 
same feel for metric is easily possible by 
just comparing the two systems." 


As to the average American, the 


Commerce Department said that the 
changeover for workers who are not in- 
volved in the manufacture or assembly of 
mechanical articles would feel little or no 
job impact from the change. 


The Congress is currently at work on bill 


H.R. 8674, introduced by Rep. Olin E. 
"Tiger" Teague and others, that would 
declare a national policy of converting to 
the metric system and establish a United 
States Metric Board to coordinate the 
"voluntary conversion to the metric 
system." That bill has reached the Senate 
and was last reported in Conference 
Committee. 


Is the automobile tax that school of- 


ficials plan to begin enforcing a legal tax? 
I see that George Caperton says that there 
is no law requiring collection of that tax. 
Can all of us who have paid these taxes sue 
the school district for unlawful taxation 
and collect our taxes for the years those of 
us who paid them did so? 


That personal property tax is both legal 


and enforceable in court, according to the 
Texas Education Agency. 


Raymond 
Bynum, 
associate 
com- 


missioner of finance for TEA in Austin, 
said that most suits filed regarding the tax 
are filed by industries to force school 
districts that do not collect the tax to begin 
doing so, not to eliminate the tax. 


"The most common court action con- 


cerning that tax," he said, "is for an in- 
dustry in a community which feels it is 
overtaxed to sue the district to force them 
to begin collecting the tax to relieve some 
tax burden." 


Although only automobiles are normally 


taxed, Bynum said, the district could 
legally tax you for all your personal 
property from furniture to jewelry, should 
they decide to do so. 


The one difference between that per- 


sonal property tax and the real tax 
(property tax) is in enforcement, he ad- 
Ided. With real taxes, a lien against the 
property in question is obtained if it is not 
paid. With property taxes, a lien against 
the individual is obtained.

The Navarro County Com- 


missioners have approved a 
$24,904 budget for the Juvenile 
Probation office, citing a need 
for separate budgets for adult 
and juvenile probation. 


In 
an 
afternoon 
session 


Monday, Judge Rob Dunn said 
that it had come to his attention 
that the juvenile department 
needed a budget. "We had 
originally authorized a budget 
which was a lot less than has to 
be spent now," Dunn said. 


Montgomery voted against a 


motion by Dunn to adopt the 
juvenile budget. Commissioner 
Joan Penney is ill and did not 
attend the meeting. 


Dunn said that the adult 


probation 
department 
must 


have the budget ordered by 
District Judge Don Nicholson in 
an order handed down Dec. 22. 
"The district judge can order us 
to pay whatever he wants to and 
that's the way it is," Dunn told 
the commissioners. "I don't 
agree with it, but that's the way 
it is." 


"I BELIEVE IT has been 


tested by case law that the 
district judge, through order, 
sets or can set the budget for the 
adult probation office and it is 
under advice and consent (of 
the commissioners court). The 
case law simply states that the 
commissioners 
court doesn't 


have any choice, they've got to 
approve it," Dunn explained to 
the commissioners. 


The court originally approved 


a budget of $32,200 to be shared 
by the juvenile and adult 
probation departments. When 
Nicholson ordered a budget of 
$31,133 for the adult probation 
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department Dec. 22, the court 
simply 
placed 
the 
original 


figure of the shared budget, 
$32,200 under Adult probation, 
leaving the juvenile probation 
department without budgeted 
funds. The commissioners, in 
approving a juvenile budget of 
$24,904, and an adult budget of 
$31,133, ended up budgeting a 
total of $56,237 compared to the 
original figure for correctional 
probation of $32,200. Nicholson, 
in his original budget requests 
for the two departments, asked 
for $50,125 for the two depart- 
ments. 


Hugh Nicholson, head of the 


adult probation office, and Jere 
Daniel, director of the juvenile 
probation office, made up the 
budget requests, Dunn said. The 
juvenile probation budget was 
approved at $24,904 compared 
to $27,717 spent last year for the 
juvenile 
department. 
This 


figure includes a secretary for 
the juvenile department. The 
two departments were cut to 
one secretary, 
which 
they 


shared, 
during the 
budget 


hearings in September and 
October. 


THE 
JUVENILE 
budget 


includes Daniel's salary which 
is for part time, and Billie 
Weatherby, a full-time juvenile 
probation officer. 


"As far as I'm concerned 


there is a lack of cooperation in 
that office. The probation office 
is good for Navarro County but I 
think it can be done for a lot 
less," 
Commissioner 
Ellis 


Montgomery said. "I'm saying 
it cost $20,000 more than it 
should," he added. 


Dunn pointed out that the 


adult 
probation 
department 


budget asks for a total of $31,133 
but that the department will 
bring in an estimated $21,600 in 
revenue from probation fees, 
thus leaving a cost to the county 
of $9,533. 


Montgomery questioned if the 


estimated revenue to the adult 
probation 
department 
from 


probation fees was accurate. 
"That could be short," he said. 


"It's not going to be short," 


Dunn said. "My docket has gone 
up from 75 to 140, and I'm 
having to have two weeks of 
jury trials instead of one. The 
money will be there," he said. 


"I THINK AT the time we set 


that 
budget 
(the 
original 


budget), I don't think any of us 
were informed what kind of load 
they have up there," Com- 
missioner R. J. Henderson said, 
adding "I think we were looking 
at the cases filed, but I have 
been visiting that office quite 
often lately and they have got 
more work load than I think the 
court realized." 


''Personally, if we can save 


one kid from being filed on or 
going to court I think it's going 
to be worth the difference," he 
said. "If we're going to cut, I'd 
rather cut in the adults' than in 
the children's part. We don't 
have no choice there," he said. 


The 
commissioners 
also 


adopted 
purchase 
contracts 


with 39 companies to supply 


various services and goods to 
the county. The contracts will 
allow 
the 
county 
to 
buy 


equipment, printing services, 
hardware, and other supplies 
needed 
by 
the

Eight years later 


Iowa town still divided over booby trap for intruders 


EDDYVILLE, Iowa (AP) - 


The nightmare lingers on in 
this one-story farming town. 
Times have changed, but not 
the debate. 


It began one July night in 


1967 
when 
Marvin 
Katko 


opened the bedroom door of a 
vacant house on Ed Briney's 
farm and a booby-trapped shot- 
gun blew a two-inch hole in 
Katko's lower right leg. 


Katko was crippled. Briney 


lost most of his farm paying 
damages to Katko. Now both 
men are allied in a suit to re- 
cover Briney's land from neigh- 
bors who bought it to help Bri- 
ney defend himself in court 
sgainst Katko. 


"I was definitely wrong, but 


I'm just an average guy and 
not the person you read about," 
says Katko today. "I was just 
unfortunate enough to do some- 
thing that practically shocked 
the nation." 


He says he was only looking 


through the house for old fruit 
jars, collectors' items. People 
poke through vacant houses 
around here, he says. He still 
feels the guilt was not all his. 
"How do two wrongs make a 
right?" he asks. 


The town of less than 1,000 is 


still arguing over who was 
right. 


But there has been some loos- 


ening of the hard feelings that 
were in the air when people 
took sides in the fever of the 
court case and the national 
publicity. 


Wallace wants 
to save the 


middle class

HOUSTON (AP) - Alabama 


Gov. George Wallace says he 
believes the salvation of this 
country is the saving of the 
middle class. 


"The issue is mainly big gov- 


ernment which has brought 
about almost the extinction of 
the middle class in this country 
... the class of people that 
work, that have held our nation 
together and paid our taxes," 
Wallace said. 


Wallace, a candidate for the 


Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, addressed a meeting 
Tuesday night of the Associated 
Builders and Contractors of 
Texas, Inc. 


"I feel the salvation of this 


country is the saving of the 
middle class—that broad spect- 
rum who carry the great tax 
load of the super rich on one 
hand and of those who refuse to 
work when they can find it on 
the other," Wallace told the 700 
persons at the dinner. 


Wallace commented briefly 


on the announcement earlier in 
the day by U.S. Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen that the Texas senator 
is pulling back on his campaign 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination and will campaign 
only in Texas. 


"I've always had the highest 


personal regard for the sena- 
tor," Wallace said, "but I can 
understand his withdrawing be- 
cause it's a very difficult task 
to be involved nationally and on 
the local scene." 


Earlier at a brief question 


and answer session at the air- 
port, Wallace would only say he 
is not sure what effect Bent- 
sen's withdrawal will have on 
his own candidacy in the Texas 
Democratic primary and he 
added he expects to do well 
against opponents Jimmy Car- 
ter and Fred Harris. 


Wallace was interrupted sev- 


eral times by applause from ' 
the contractors and drew his 
biggest response when he lash- 
ed out at what he called "big 
government." 


"It's 
going to take an up- 


rising of the people politically 
in 1976 and I say a second 
American political revolution is 
needed to rid this country of 
these parasitic bureaucrats liv- 
ing off the taxpayers," Wallace 
said. 


He said the people of Amer- 


ica are yearning to hear simple 
things such as the needs for im- 
proved mass transit, 
safer 


streets, law and order and the 
end of what he called "welfare 
ripoffs." 


"These are the things I feel 


like I ought to talk about," he 
said.'There's no reason for this 
bunch of exotic, left-wing noi- 
semakers to destroy the free 
economic system."

the $30,000 judgment, the Iowa 
Supreme Court ruled 8-1 that 
the law repeatedly "has placed 
a higher value upon human 
safety than upon mere property 


rights." 


Katko contends that before he 


brought the suit, he asked the 
Brineys to pay for his medical 
and legal expenses, then total- 
ing about $3,500. He says they 
refused. 


Three of Briney's neighbors, 


Ben Janssen, G. H. Groenen- 
boom and Cornie Bambrook 
Jr., formed the Briney Defense 
Committee and raised $11,000 
for the court fights. 


They also pooled their money 


and paid $10,001 for the first 80 
acres sold at forced auction to 
pay Katko the court-awarded 
damages. A second parcel of 35 
acres brought the Brineys $3,- 
202, leaving them still owing 
Katko $16,800 plus about $4,000 
interest. 


Bruce Palmer, the Brineys' 


attorney, says the three men 
bought the land "with the idea 
that if the Brineys were suc- 
cessful" in appealing the judg- 
ment, "they would get the land 


back." 


But after the State Supreme 


Court decision, the neighbors 
sold the land to Groenenboom's 
son, James, for $16,500. 


Katko filed suit last May on 


behalf of himself and the Bri- 
neys against the three neigh- 
bors and a bank which loaned 
them the money. Katko con- 
tends the land was sold well be- 
low its true value, that it was 
held in trust for the Brineys 
and that the sale lacked court 


approval. 


"We deny there ever was a 


trust 
arrangement," 
says 


James Riley, the neighbors' at- 
torney. "We're simply claiming 
they bought it. They did hold it 
until all appeals were exhaust- 
ed." 


"It's not a marriage of love," 


says Mrs. Briney of their joint 
suit with Katko. "We were 
forced into it to get the money 
back to pay Katko the balance 
of the court judgment."

Helium prices 


inflated for 
government use 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Interior Department is produc- 
ing helium and selling it to oth- 
er federal agencies at prices 
nearly double those of private 
industry, although the depart- 
ment has seven times as much 
helium as it is expected to need 
for the next 25 years. 


Furthermore, the government 


is adding to the stockpile every 
year. 


The supplies, approximately 


42.1 
billion cubic 
feet, are 


stored in underground cliffside 
gas wells at Amarillo, Tex. It 
costs the Interior Department 
approximately $20 million a 
year in interest on debts for 
loans from the U.S. Treasury 
when the gas was purchased 
between 1962 and 1973. 


The purchases stemmed from 


the Helium Act Amendments of 
1960, passed to guarantee suf- 
ficient helium for defense and 
space purposes. The big helium 
stocks started piling up when 
demand failed to keep up with 
acquisition and production. 


Helium is extracted from nat- 


ural gas and can be used to 
supply 
pressure for 
rocket 


fuels, in welding, and as a 
deep-sea diving breathing mix- 
ture. It also floats balloons. 


Under 
the 
law, 
federal 


agencies are prohibited from 
buying the inert, light-than-air 
gas on the open market and in- 
stead must turn to the Bureau 
of Mines in the Interior Depart- 
ment for supplies. 


To build up its stockpile, the 


department was allowed to bor- 
row from the U.S. Treasury. To 
help pay the debt, the depart- 
ment charges $35 per thousand 
cubic feet when it sells helium 
to other agencies, although he- 
lium is sold for $20 per thou- 
sand cubic feet on the com- 
mercial market. 


"It is cheaper for the govern- 


ment to buy it at $35 than it is 
at $20," said Raymond Mun- 
nerlyn, the bureau's helium di- 
vision chief, because "we're 
talking about taking it out of 
one pocket and putting it in the 
other." 


The government expects to 


need only six billion cubic feet 
for the next 25 years. It also is 
producing an additional 300 mil- 
lion cubic feet of helium an- 
nually at a plant in Keyes, 
Okla. 


The Bureau of Mines is able 


to sell approximately 180 mil- 
lion cubic feet of the annual 
production, meaning that ap- 
proximately 120 million cubic 
feet are added to the stockpile 
each year.

Schnabel 


handed more 


indictments 


AUSTIN, Tex. (API - Senate 


Secretary Charles Schnabel has 
been 
indicted 
three 
more 


times: once for alleged official 
misconduct; once for forgery; 
and once for stealing. 


A Travis County grand jury, 


which heard 47 witnesses dur- 
ing its holdover period since 
Jan. 
1, Tuesday reindicted 


Schnabel on the official miscon- 
duct charge it returned against 
him Dec. 30, this time adding 
several more counts to that 
charge. 


Within minutes of the an- 


nouncement of the new in- 
dictments, Schnabel strode into 
District Judge Tom Blackwell's 
courtroom wearing a snappy 
white beaver hat with curled 
brim. Blackwell, with the as- 
sistance of Schnabel's lawyers, 
Roy Monto and Charles Burton, 


handled the posting of bond 
with dispatch. 


The 
grand 
jury 
indicted 


Schnabel on Dec. 30 on one 
count of official misconduct and 
two Counts of theft. He posted 
$6,000 bond. Tuesday, he posted 
an additional $4,000 bond. 


All of the indictments are 


third-degree felonies punishable 
by prison terms of 2-10 years 
and $5,000 fines. 


The new official misconduct 


indictment involves five sepa- 
rate acts. The one returned on 
Dec. 30 only alleged that Schna- 
bel worked a Senate employe, 
Frank J. Smith IK, on Schna- 
bel's farm on Senate time. 


The new indictments charge 


Schnabel: 


1. Misapplied the services of 


Smith, Angle Montoya, Univer- 
sity of Texas basketball player 


Rich Parsons and UT football 
player Terrance Tschatschula. 
The state contends all four 
worked at a "branding party" 
on Schnabel's farm on June 19, 
1975. 


2. Misapplied state money in 


paying five Senate employes, 
Linda Willis, Shirley Hearn, Be- 
verly Johnson, Gail Hibbs and 
Josylin Diskin, for typing "heat 
sheets" at the Texas Relays 
track meet last year. Four of 
the women drew $50 each for 
the extra work. Hibbs worked 
two days at the track meet and 
got $92. 


3. Misapplied the personal 


services of Deborah Denny, 
who earned $2,440 on the Senate 
payroll during the spring of 
1975 when she spent most of 
her time preparing material in 
the UT Athletics Department 


on three major track meets. 


4. Misapplied a rental cam- 


era worth $200. Engraved on 
the camera are Schnabel's ini- 
tials and Social Security num- 
ber. 


5. Misapplied state paper 


worth $400. The state contends 
Schnabel sent this paper to 
Best Printing Co. to produce an 
elaborate brochure on a mara- 
thon sponsored by the North- 
west (Austin) Kiwanis Club. 


The forgery indictment al- 


leges 
Schnabel 
endorsed 
a 


$332.11 state paycheck made 
out to "Marcella" Atkinson, the 
wife of Alex Martinez, whom 
Schnabel fired as Senate Print 
Shop supervisor for allegedly 
stealing paper. 


The theft indictment alleges 


Schnabel stole a $337.48 state 
paycheck made out to Marti- 


nez' wife, who spells her first 
name Marcela. It also charges 
Schnabel with stealing a sup- 
plemental paycheck for $184 for 
Beth Beto, daughter of former 
prison director 
Dr. George 


Beto. 
. 


Both checks were dated in 


1971. 
A hifi set that cost ap- 


proximately $180 was installed 
in Schnabel's Capitol office in 


1971. 


Also indicted Tuesday were 


Martinez and Penni Stoner, 
who are charged with theft of 
state paper worth more than 
$200 and less than $10,000. 


It was after Schnabel filed a 


complaint against Martinez and 
Stoner that Martinez went to 
Dist. Atty. Bob Smith with alle- 
gations 
of 
wrongdoing 
by 


Schnabel. 


The district attorney said he 


could be ready to try Schnabel 
"immediately." He said he an- 
ticipated a trial setting in about 
a month and after that it de- 
pends on what ever delay mo- 
tions the defense may file. 


The five women who worked 


at the Texas Relays all report- 
edly had worked overtime in 
the Senate for which they were 
not going to be paid. Schnabel 
told them he could give "volun- 
teers" extra pay for working at 
the relays. 


Frank Smith says he volun- 


teered to work on Schnabel's 
farm, would do it again and 
never worked fewer than 40 
hours for the Senate in any 
week in which he worked at the 
farm.

Farmers losing crops, may lose land to drought 
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WICHITA, Kan. i API-Wheat 


farmers in the Great Plains 
have begun plowing under part 
of their drought-shriveled 1978 
crop in a desperate effort to 
head off severe wind erosion 
that could affect millions of 
acres. 


High winds this week in west- 


ern Kansas and the Oklahoma 
and Texas panhandles kicked 
up dust storms reminiscent of 
Dust Bowl days. 


"It was like the 'Dirty 30s' 


for awhile Monday," said Allan 
Bowman, district director in 
southwestern Kansas for the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service. 


Drought already has cut ex- 


pected wheat 
production in 


southwestern Kansas to about 
50 per cent of the normal 30- 
bushel per acre yield, Bowman 
estimated, and many fields are 
being plowed to prevent soil 
from blowing away. 


"There is considerable stripp- 


ing being done now," he said, 
"and if the weather continues 
like this, the farmers will have 
to resort to total tillage in 
many fields. Of course, then 
they lose their wheat crop." 


Lack of rainfall has plagued 


the wheat-growing region from 
Nebraska to Texas. Winter 
wheat, which makes up about 


three-fourths of all the nation's 
wheat production, has been 
drastically 
affected 
by 
the 


drought, agricultural officials 
reported. 


"We're not just crying wolf to 


make the price of wheat go 
up," said Myron Krenzin, ad- 
ministrator 
of 
the 
Kansas 


Wheat Commission. "It looks 
bad. If we don't get some rain 
soon and the winds keep up, 
we're really going to be hurt- 
ing." 


Mrs. Earl Hayes of Stafford, 


Kan., whose husband is presi- 
dent of the Kansas Association 
of Wheat Growers, said grow- 
ers estimate they have lost at 


least 75 million to 100 million 
bushels, figures that translate 
into a loss of between $225 mil- 
lion and $300 million at current 
farm prices. 


Although important as bread 


grain, wheat does not bear as 
heavily 
on 
consumer 
food 


prices as corn and other live- 
stock feed grain used to pro- 
duce the nation's meat, poultry 
and milk. But a skimpy wheat 
•crop would probably fan prices 
of other grains upward and 
make it more expensive to feed 
livestock. 


The federal Soil Conservation 


Service said 10.3 million acres 
of land from the Dakotas to 


Texas were open to severe 
wind erosion by the end of De- 
cember and more than one mil- 
lion acres already had been 
damaged. 


Farmers in Colorado, Kan- 


sas, New Mexico, Oklahoma 
and Texas plowed up about 
430,000 acres of cropland — 
much of it planted with winter 
wheat — in November and De- 
cember because of the drought. 
Emergency tillage was acceler- 
ating in some areas as the dry 
weather continued. 


The SCS figures will be up- 


dated at the end of this month, 
and Krenzin and nther wheat 
officials predict a substantial 


increase in damaged croplands 
and wheat acreage tilled to pre- 
vent erosion. 


The problems in the wheat 


belt stem from an extremely 
dry autumn that lias been fol- 
lowed by a mild, dry winter. 
Western Kansas has had only 
two major rains or snows since 
farmers seeded the 197fi crop 
last September, and similar 
conditions have prevailed in 
parts of Nebraska, Colorado, 
Oklahoma and Texas. 


Meanwhile,

North Dakota's wheat farmers 
over low prices was in its third 
day today, with marketing ac- 
tivity at a standstill. The sched- 


uled 10-day holding action be- 
gan Monday.

cents a bushel Tuesday, with a 
price range of $3.74 to $5.11) de- 


pending on protein content. One 
common variety, 14 per cent 
protein wheat, was at $4.4b.

tion was forcing prices up.

after receiving a call from the 
Texas 
Baptist 
Convention 


asking that he help with the 
medical emergency left in the 
wake of earthquakes which 
have 
already 
claimed 


thousands of lives. 


The Baptists are mobilizing a 


300-bed 
emergency 
field 


hospital for use there, after 
quakes destroyed hospitals in 
Guatemala City. 


Middleton was one of four 


doctors in the Dallas region 
asked by the Southern Baptist 
convention to aid in that effort. 


Although the hospital has not 


yet arrived, the doctors were 
sent 
ahead 
to 
begin 


preparations and treatment. 


Dr. Louis Gibson said he will 


handle Dr. Middleton's calls 
and patients during his absence, 
saying that he anticipates Dr. 
Middleton to be in Guatemala at 
least until the middle of next 
week. 


"The Texas Convention was 


familiar with Dr. Middleton's 
work, they knew his ability and 
his interest 
in Baptist en- 


deavors such as this and they 
asked him to help," Dr. Gibson 
said Saturday. 


The Guatemalan government 


has expressed fears of epidemic 
disease from the vast number 


of unburied dead as that 


country 
recovers 
from 
the 


quake. 


As authorities attempt to bury 


the mass of bodies, American 


doctors already on the scene 
notified officials here of the 
number of doctors needed. Dr. 
Franklin Fowler,
